THAT the former Cuſtom which Cordevants pay, is 8 Shillings a Dozen, the late Duty 4 Shillings, 
the intended Duty 8 Shillicgs more, the Whole being Twenty Shillings a Dozen, which is near as much 
as many Parcels are Worth. | | | 


IANN'D Goat Shins, from Barbary, not called Cordevants in the Book of Rates, (tho? they really are 
Cordevants) and are uſually called ſo by the Dealers therein, Pay 8 Shillings a Dozen Cuſtom, and 6 
Pence a Pour.d ; or 4 Shillings a Dozen mote by the late Duty; ir cannot be ſuppos'd they can bear 6 
Pence 4 Pound, or 8 Shillings a Dozen more, by which high Duties, the ſaid Goat Skins will be Prohi- 
bited ; which from Turkey and Barbary, are the uſual Returns of our Moollen Cloth. 


FOR thelate Duty of 2 Pence a Pound, with the former Coſtoms, on Ruſſia Hides, has in a great 
manner Prohibited thoſe Hides already, (which Account the Cuſtoms will make appear) the Conſe= 
quence may be the ſame on all other Skins and Hides Imported. 


_ THAT Tann'd Sheep Skins for Glovers and Bazills, are not of more Vallue then 4 Pence a Ponnd "i 
yet as high a Duty of 14. 4 a Pound is laid on them as on Calf Skins Tann'd, which are Sold for 10 Pence 
a Pound. | X CSE 


SHEEP SKINS Taw'd are not worth 4 Pence a Pound, nor one Third part not above 14, 4 a Pound; 
bo then can they bear 2 Pence a Pound Duty, and the Charge of Dreſliag, and if not Dreſt, how ſhall 
BE thoſe Poor be Imployed, who uſed to Dreſs and Manufactor thoſe Ordinary Skins, upon which a greater 
4 Ts intended than on Calf Skins Tann'd, which are of more than Three times their Value by 
Weight. | 


THAT fo great an Additional Duty of 2 Pence a Pound on Sheep and Lamb Skins Dreſt in Oyl. 
will greatly Leſſen the Conſumption of them : Other Commodities will be Uſed in Leiw of them, which 
will Leſſen the preſent Duty, and be a very great Hardſhip on the Traders in Oy! Leather. 


ä FOR if no Proviſion be made in this Act, that Damaged, Broken parts, and pieces of Hides and Skins, 
(particularly Named) it will endanger the Ruin of all Dreſſers, particularly the Oy! Leather-Dreſſers, 
whoſe Trade is moſt liable to Damages; the High Duty that they will be Obliged to Pay, will be often 
more than they will Sell for, and Conſequently they muſt be Thrown avay before they are Finiſhed, 


which otherwiſe might bear a Duty of 15 per Cent, ad Valorum, as well as thoſe Parts and Pieces of 
Skins (not particularly named) | | | | | | 


THA T thoſe who are Retailers and Dealers in Leather, are not without Quantities of Ordinary; 
Braided, Uaſaleable Goods, by which they are great Loſers in the Frime Coſt, beſides the late Duty, 
which was a heavy Burthen, and the Time which the leſſer Traders loſt, was of a much greater Da- 
mage, than the Money they Paid amounted to. 1 | — 


WW FOR many Hundreds did not Pay Six-pence, and Thouſands more leſs than Twenty Shillings a 
Piece, yet ſpent ſeveral Days before they could be Diſcharged, or work up their Goods, they having Or- 
ders from the Officers to the contrary, Therefore its bumbly hoped that this Honourable Houſe will
